Kingswood Regional High School 7:00 P.M. 


Pursuant to the foregoing warrant, the Town Meeting was called to order at 
10:00 A.M. by the Moderator, Robert C. Varney. 


After reading Articles 1 and 2, a motion was made by Thomas A. O’Dowd, 
seconded by Stanley E. Stevens, to refrain from reading the entire warrant until 
the evening meeting. Voice vote was in the affirmative and so declared by the 
Moderator. Voting by official ballot began at 10:04 and continued until 6:00 P.M. 


At 7:00 P.M. the meeting was called to order at the Kingswood Regional High 
School with Moderator, Robert C. Varney presiding. 


Following is the action taken on the various Articles in the 1981 warrant: 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not to 
exceed $225,000.00 for the purchase of the Kammler Buick property on Glendon 
Street, consisting of the parking area and buildings on the South Side of Glendon 
Street and the parking lot on the North side of Glendon Street by the issuance of 
bonds or notes to be paid for from real estate taxes and further to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to negotiate the purchase of this property. (Submitted by 
Selectmen) (Not recommended by the Budget Committee). A motion was made by 
James Hill, seconded by Edward Zulauf to bring the Article to the floor for discus- 
sion. David Senecal made a motion, seconded by Yvonne Bernier, to pass over the 
Article, postponing it indefinitely. Voice vote was unanimous, and the Article was 
declared indefinitely postponed, and so declared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not to 
exceed $165,000.00 for the purchase of the Kammler Buick property at the corner of 
School and Glendon Streets consisting of a parking area and buildings by the is- 
suance of bonds and notes to be paid for from real estate taxes and further to 
authorize the Board of Selectmen to negotiate the purchase of this property. (Sub- 
mitted by Selectmen) (Not recommended by the Budget Committee) A motion was 
made by Gordon Reade, seconded by Allan Stevens, to bring the Article to the 
floor. Allan Bailey made a motion to pass over the Article, seconded by Warren 
Thompson. Voice vote was unanimous, and the Moderator declared the Article in- 
definitely postponed. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not to 
exceed $65,000.00 for the purchase of the Kammler Buick parking lot located on the 
North side of Glendon Street by the issuance of bonds or notes to be paid for from 
real estate taxes and further to authorize the Board of Selectmen to negotiate the 


purchase of this property. (Submitted by the Selectmen) (Recommended by the 
Budget Committee) A motion was made by Allan Buckman, seconded by Allan 
Bailey, to adopt the Article as read. Paul Hatch explained the need for the parking 
area, and perhaps public rest rooms. Discussion followed. Paul Hatch made a 
motion to vote on the article. The moderator called for a show of hands, resulting in 
137 yes and 124 no. As this Article required a %4rds vote in the affirmative to pass, 
the Moderator declared the Article defeated. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the amount of 
$15,000.00 for the purpose of constructing three additional offices and storage space 
on the second floor of the Public Safety Building for use by the Wolfeboro Police 
Department. Payment to be made from real estate taxes to be levied in 1981. (Sub- 
mitted by the Selectmen) (Recommended by the Budget Committee) A motion 
was made by Stanley Stevens, seconded by Richard Clarke, to adopt the Article as 
read. Stanley Stevens explained the expansion design shown to the audience. 
Claude Roessiger spoke against the Article. The Moderator then called for a voice 
vote which could not be determined to his satisfaction. He then called for a stand- 
ing vote. Results were 131 yes and 124 no. The Article was declared passed. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize withdrawal from the 
Revenue Sharing Fund, established under the provisions of the State and Local Act 
of 1972, in the amount of $94,406.00 for the purchase of the following equipment: 1. 
Payment of fire truck note issued in 1980 $25,000.00; 2. Can Crusher with magnetic 
separator head $9,500.00; 3. Car, Code Officer $6,500.00; 4. Tractor Loader with 6’ 
cutter bar $19,000.00; 5. Riding lawn mower $3,500.00; 6. Copy machine $3,000.00; 7. 
Office typewriters, calculators, and miscellaneous equipment $4,000.00; 8. Police 
cruiser, lights, siren & radio $10,600.00; 9. Public Works Garage Pickup truck 
$7,000.00; 10. Fire Department Fire Boat (Used) $6,306.00. Total $94,406.00 
(Recommended by the Budget Committee) A motion was made by James Hill, 
seconded by Gordon Reade, to adopt the Article as read. Discussion followed. 
Voice vote on Article 7 was in the affirmative and so declared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will establish a Contingency Fund of $15,000.00 
to meet the costs of expenses not anticipated that may arise during the year. A 
detailed report of all expenditures from the Contingency Fund shall be made by 
the Selectmen and published with the Town Report. (Recommended by the Budget 
Committee) A motion was made by Peter D. Brewitt, seconded by Warren Thomp- 
son, to adopt Article 8 as read. Raymond Berry made the motion to amend Article 
8 to read $10,000.00, seconded by Bertha Weeks. Voice vote was in the negative, and 
the amendment was declared defeated. Voice vote on the Article as written was in 
the affirmative, and so declared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the amount of 
$2,000.00 for the American Legion Harriman-Hale Post to be expended for RSA-31. 
(Presented by Petition) (Not recommended by the Budget Committee) A motion 
was made by Carl Shannon, seconded by John Carr to adopt Article 9 as read. Paul 
Hatch made the motion to indefinitely postpone action on the Article, seconded by 
Allan Bailey. Voice vote on the motion was unanimous and so declared by the 
Moderator. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will approve and adopt the recommendations 
of the Budget Committee and raise and appropriate the various sums contained in 
this report and listed in the Budget. A motion was made by David Senecal, second- 
ed by James Hill to adopt Article 10 as read. Richard Clarke made the motion, 
seconded by David Senecal to amend the Article to read $4,209,952.17 as the total 
budget, deleting the $65,000. from Article 5 which was defeated. Timothy Sullivan 
made the motion to amend the Article to add $400.00 to the $4,000.00 appropriation 
for meals on wheels. The amendment was seconded. Voice vote on the amendment 
was in the affirmative and so declared. Claude Roessiger made the motion to 
amend Article 10 Police Budget Line Item to read $190,000.00 instead of $203,324.00, 
seconded by Henry Maxfield. Voice vote on this amendment was in the negative, 
and declared defeated. Voice vote on the budget as amended in the amount of 
$4,210,352.17, was in the affirmative and so declared by the Moderator, as a unani- 
mous vote. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to hire a sum of 
money necessary to pay expenses in anticipation of taxes and Federal Grants. A 
motion was made by Allan Buckman, seconded by Raymond Berry to adopt the Ar- 
ticle as read. Voice vote was in the affirmative and so declared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Conservation Com- 
mission to retain the unexpended portion of its 1981 appropriation. Said funds to be 
placed in a special conservation fund in accordance with RSA 36-A:5. A motion was 
made by James Hill, seconded by Gordon Reade to adopt the Article as read. Voice 
vote was in the affirmative and the Article was declared passed by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to authorize that the Conservation 
Commission be empowered to manage the Town Forests under the provisions of 
RSA 31:112 (II), and that any proceeds as might accrue from said forests be placed 
in a separate Conservation Trust Fund to be managed by said Commission. A mo- 
tion was made by Warren Brodrick, seconded by Warren Thompson, to adopt the 
Article as read. Voice vote was in the affirmative and so declared by the 
Moderator. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to authorize, allow and empower the 
Selectmen to sell and convey by quitclaim deed, following notice of sale by adver- 
tisement, that certain tract or parcel of land located on Filter Bed Road, known as 
Carroll Clough lot. A motion was made by James Hill, seconded by Donald Hallock 
to adopt Article 14 as read. Voice vote was in the affirmative and so declared by the 
Moderator. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to authorize, allow and empower the 
Selectmen to sell and convey by quitclaim deed, following notice of sale by adver- 
tisement, that certain tract or parcel of land located on Route 28 in South 
Wolfeboro on brow of Old Perk, known as the Henry Lupien Lot, consisting of 8 
acres, more or less. A motion was made by Richard Clarke, seconded by Donald 
Hallock to adopt the Article as read. Edward W. Zulauf made the motion to 
postpone consideration of the Article indefinitely, motion seconded. Voice vote was 
in the affirmative, and so declared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to authorize, allow and empower the 


Selectmen to sell and convey by quitclaim deed, following notice of sale by adver- 
tisement, that certain tract or parcel of land located in the Penn Air Subdivision, 
known as Lot 2R on the subdivision plan and further identified on the Wolfeboro 
Tax Map on Page 20, Block 4, Parcel 11. A motion was made by Peter Brewitt, 
seconded by James Hill, to adopt the article as read. Voice vote was in the affir- 
mative and so declared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to petition the Representatives and 
Senators who represent the Town in the General Court to support in the current 
session of the General Court, the concurrent resolution to amend the State Con- 
stitution to limit the annual increase in property taxes to five percent and to limit 
the annual increase in spending by the State or any City, Town, or other govern- 
mental unit of the State to five percent. (Presented by Petition) A motion was 
made by Claude Roessiger, seconded by Robert Smith, to adopt the Article as 
read. John McDermott made the motion to postpone indefinitely any action on this 
Article, seconded by Warren Thompson. Voice vote was in the affirmative, and so 
declared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to rescind the action taken at the 1980 
Town Meeting to elect the members of the Wolfeboro Planning Board and return to 
the appointment of said Planning Board members under New Hampshire RSA 36:4 
II (a). (Presented by Petition) A motion was made by James Hill, seconded by 
Henry Maxfield to bring the Article to the floor for discussion. Alan Stevens (peti- 
tioned) the chair for a written ballot on the Article. The petition was signed by 14 
voters. Request was granted. James Hill made the motion to amend the Article to 
read ‘“‘immediately”’ after the RSA36:4 II (a), seconded by Wayne Shipman. Voice 
vote was in the negative, and the amendment was declared defeated. Discussion 
followed. The vote by written ballot produced the following results: 194 no 82 yes. 
The Article was defeated. 


ARTICLE 19. And to transact any other business that may legally come before 
the meeting. James Hill made the motion to adjourn the meeting, seconded by 
Warren Thompson. The meeting was declared adjourned at 9:07 P.M.

To see if the Town will vote to amend the Wetlands Conserva- 
tion District Ordinance Section B.1 by striking out the first sentence and 
substituting the following: ‘‘Wet lands shall be those areas meeting both the 
vegetational community and soil type criteria as described in the Definitions sec- 
tion of this Ordinance.’’ (Purpose of this amendment is to make the definition of a 
wetland in Section B.1 consistent with the definition of a wetland in the Definitions 
section of this ordinance.) (Submitted by the Conservation Commission.) (Not 
recommended by the Planning Board). 


Amendment 2. To see if the Town will amend the Wetlands Conservation 
District Ordinance Definitions Section by inserting the following: ‘6. Poorly 
Drained Soils: Water is removed so slowly that the soil remains wet for a large 
part of the time. A poorly drained soil has a water table near or at the ground sur- 
face that keeps the soil wet for 7 to 9 months of the year.’”’ (Purpose of this amend- 
ment is to include those known wetlands which meet the criteria of having the 
wetland vegetation communities as defined in this ordinance, and which are 
located on Poorly Drained Soils, but lacking the wetlands communities vegetation 
as defined in the ordinance would not meet the criteria of being classified as a 
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wetlands by this ordinance.) (Submitted by the Conservation Commission.) (Not 
recommended by the Planning Board.) 


Amendment 3. To see if the Town will amend Article XI, Section 6 of the 
Wolfeboro Planning and Zoning Ordinance by adding to the existing Business 
District 1-B all land within the following boundaries: Beginning at a point 200 feet 
Northwesterly of the intersection of Bay Street and Varney Road and running 
along Varney Road to the intersection of Varney Road and Filter Bed Road, thence 
running along Filter Bed Road 600 feet, thence turning and running southeasterly 
90 degrees to Filter Bed Road to the centerline of Clow Brook, thence running along 
the centerline of Clow Brook to a point 200 feet Northwesterly of Bay Street, thence 
turning and running Southwesterly parallel to Bay Street, 200 feet Northwesterly 
thence to the point of beginning. (Amendment submitted by Petition.) (Not recom- 
mended by the Planning Board.) 


Amendment 4. To see if the Town will amend the Wolfeboro Planning and Zon- 
ing Ordinance by replacing Article III, Section K with: ‘‘Home Occupation. Any 
use that is customarily conducted within a dwelling by the inhabitants thereof and 
no more than one non-resident employee. Total full-time employees shall not ex- 
ceed three persons. The use must be secondary to the use of the dwelling for 
residential purposes and must not change the character of the building or of the 
neighborhood. Retail sales shall be limited to items made on the premises, ex- 
cluding antiques and such goods incidental to the practice of the profession. If 
there is more than one home occupation within a dwelling, employee limitations 
for all said occupations shall conform to the requirements for a single occupation. 
For the purpose of clarification there will be no more than two (2) home occupa- 
tions on any one lot.’’ (Intent of this amendment is to clarify the definition of 
“‘Home Occupation.’’) 


Amendment 5. *To see if the Town will amend the Wolfeboro Planning and 
Zoning Ordinance by renaming General Residence District, ‘‘General Residence 
District One.”’ 

*Intent of Amendments No. 5 through No. 13 is to comply with recently 
enacted Legislation in the State of N.H. 


Amendment 6. *To see if the Town will amend the Wolfeboro Planning and 
Zoning Ordinance by creating a ‘‘General Residence District Two” and by allow- 
ing the following uses in this District: 


“1, Any use permitted in General Residence District One. 
2. Mobile Home Parks and Subdivision.”’ 


Amendment 7. *To see if the Town will amend the Wolfeboro Planning and 
Zoning Ordinance by creating a “General Residence District Three”’ and by allow- 
ing the following uses in this District:

Amendment 8. *To see if the Town will amend the Wolfeboro Planning and 
Zoning Ordinance by defining ‘‘Mobile Home’”’ as: 
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‘‘Mobile Home - A movable or portable dwelling designed for year round liv- 
ing, other than a modular or sectional home, connectable to utilities and designed 
so that it does not necessarily need a permanent foundation, even though it may be 
situated on one.”’ 


Amendment 9. *To see if the Town will amend the Wolfeboro Planning and 
Zoning ordinance by defining ‘‘Mobile Home Park’”’ as: 

‘Mobile Home Park - a mobile home park is land upon which five or more 
mobile homes may be parked and occupied for living purposes, regardless of 
whether or not a charge is made for such accommodations. A mobile home park 
shall be a minimum of ten (10) acres and shall include 100 foot front, side and rear 
setbacks which are adequately screened.’’ 


Amendment 10. *To see if the Town will amend the Wolfeboro Planning and 
Zoning Ordinance by defining ‘‘Mobile Home Subdivision”’ as: 

‘Mobile Home Subdivision - An approved subdivision of five or more lots 
which the developer has designed to be for mobile homes or modular homes only 
which are situated on permanent foundations. A mobile home subdivision is defin- 
ed as one meeting the site design requirements of a mobile home park.”’ 


Amendment 11. *To see if the Town will amend the Wolfeboro Planning and 
Zoning Ordinance by describing General Residence District Two as follows: 

‘‘The land area bounded by Route 109A abutting the Business Zone, Beech 
Pond Road, Trotting Track Road, and Route 28. 


Amendment 12. *To see if the Town will amend the Wolfeboro Planning and 
Zoning Ordinance by describing General Residence District Three as follows: 

‘‘The land area bounded by the intersection of Beech Pond Road and Trotting 
Track Road, proceeding northerly 200 feet on both sides of Beech Pond Road to the 
intersection of Beech Pond Road and North Line Road.”’ 


Amendment 13. *To see if the Town will amend the Wolfeboro Planning and 
Zoning Ordinance by defining ‘‘Modular Home’”’ as: 

‘‘Modular Home - Sectional Home - A pre-fabricated dwelling more than four- 
teen (14) feet in width over fifty (50) percent of its length brought to a site in two or 
more pieces, designed and constructed only for, and erected on, a permanent foun- 
dation and used as a single family dwelling as defined in this Ordinance.”’ 


Amendment 14. To see if the Town will amend the Wolfeboro Planning and 
Zoning Ordinance, Article IV, Section A by adding: ‘‘no more than one disabled or 
unregistered motor vehicle shall be visible from any side of the property, exclusive 
of junk yards and auto repair facilities. Said disabled or unregistered vehicles 
shall be repaired or properly stored away from public view within twelve (12) 
months.”’ (Intent of the amendment is to aid in maintaining the beauty of the com- 
munity.) 


Amendment 15. To see if the Town will amend the Wolfeboro Planning and 
Zoning Ordinance, Article IV, Section e - (No nonconforming use may be changed 
to another nonconforming use.) - by adding: ‘‘except by Special Exception by the 
Board of Adjustment and Site Review by the Planning Board.’’ (Intent of the 
amendment is to permit the change of nonconforming uses with review by the 
Boards.) 
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Amendment 16. To see if the Town will amend the Wolfeboro Planning and 
Zoning Ordinance Article IV, Section F, by adding: ‘‘Temporary signs shall in- 
clude portable signs, such as signs on legs or wheels or ones placed on vehicles, but 
shall not include signs that are not integral to the vehicular structure.’’ (Intent of 
the amendment is to clarify the interpretation of temporary signs.) 


Amendment 17. To see if the Town will amend the Wolfeboro Planning and 
Zoning Ordinance by adding the following to Article V, Section B: ‘‘“Maximum 
height of any new commercial building shall not exceed the distance between that 
building and the property line of an abutting property containing a residential 
structure. (Intent of the amendment is to protect the residential homeowner who 
abuts commercial zones.) 


Amendment 18. To see if the Town will amend the Wolfeboro Planning and 
Zoning Ordinance by rewording Article VII, Section B, to say: ‘‘Multi-family 
dwellings will be allowed in the General Residence District. Multi-family dwell- 
ings will also be allowed in the Shore Front Resort Residence District, provided 
that they have a minimum 225 foot setback from the water. Acreage within the 225 
foot setback area in the Shore Front Residence District can be included in the total 
net developable acreage calculations.’’ (Intent of the amendment is to verify the 
intent of the ordinance.) 


Amendment 19. To see if the Town will amend the Wolfeboro Planning and 
Zoning Ordinance by replacing Article VII, Section C, with: ‘‘Maximum and 
Minimum Requirements: The total acreage shall be no less than one acre per 
dwelling unit in areas not served by the municipal water and sewer systems. The 
acreage shall be calculated to be measured excluding water bodies, wet lands, and 
90% of the exposed ledge. If the proposed multi-family dwellings are served by 
Wolfeboro’s water and sewer systems a density of up to two (2) dwelling units per 
acre may be permitted. Maximum density will be permitted only upon satisfactory 
compliance with standards set by the Planning Board to guarantee traffic safety, 
prime agricultural land, aquifer and surface water protection, and harmony with 
the surrounding environments (see Section f). No multi-family dwelling will con- 
tain more than four (4) dwelling units.’’ (Intent of the amendment is to permit 
more efficient use of the land.) 


Amendment 20. To see if the Town will amend the Wolfeboro Planning and 
Zoning Ordinance by adding the following to Article VII, Section H: ‘‘This provi- 
sion applies only to a structure which is not moved from its original lot.’”’ (Intent of 
the amendment is to make Article VII, Section H apply to structures in place at the 
time of the adoption of the ordinance.) 


ARTICLE 19. And to transact any other business that may legally come before 
the meeting.

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REPORT OF THE WOLFEBORO BUDGET 
COMMITTEE - 1981 


The Wolfeboro Budget Committee consists of nine members, with three 
members elected each year for a three year term. The Board of Selectmen is 
represented on the Committee by one of their members as a voting representative. 


Many hours are spent by the Committee reviewing the annual budget requests 
of the various Town service departments, revenue departments, regional associa- 
tions, and social service agencies. The Committee solicits the recommendation of 
the Board of Selectmen on each request and considers this recommendation along 
with other pertinent information when preparing the recommended budget for 
presentation at Town Meeting. 


The 1982 recommended budget shows an increase in the estimated amount to 
be raised by taxes of about 18%, however, the actual amount raised by taxes for 
1981 was much higher than the original estimated amount, approved at the 1981 
Town Meeting. A very significant drop in the amount of revenue received from the 
State of New Hampshire was the primary reason for the actual amount raised in 
1981 being much higher than originally estimated, and is the reason for the ap- 
parent large increase in the estimated amount to be raised between 1981 and 1982. 
The continuing lessened amount of revenue to be received from the State has been 
taken into account when preparing this year’s budget. 


I am pleased to report that the new comparative wage scale system for Town 
employees, which was instituted last year, is working smoothly. 


All budget related warrant articles submitted by the Selectmen this year carry 
the recommendation of the Budget Committee, with the exception of one. On this 
year’s warrant, voters will find two articles dealing with proposed improvements 
to the Town water system. All residents are encouraged to consider all available 
information when voting on these articles. 


I wish to thank all Department Heads, the Town Manager, and the Board of 
Selectmen for their help in preparing this year’s budget. I wish to thank the in- 
dividual members of the Committee for the many hours they have put in. It is a 
privilege for me to work with you all.

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SELECTMEN’S PROGRESS REPORT 
1981 


Several important projects claimed the attention and energies of the Board of 
Selectmen during 1981. 


The Master Plan, representing many hours of meetings and study by Town 
Boards and Citizen Committees, under the leadership of the Planning Board, was 
officially adopted by the Planning Board and the Board of Selectmen on February 
24, 1981. The Lakes Region Planning Commission was the professional con- 
sultant. 


Once again, the dedication of many townspeople has resulted in a fine contri- 
bution to the Town. Implementation of the Master Plan has already begun. The 
Capital Budget program, an integral part of the Master Plan, is being drafted for 
future action, based on information and suggestions provided by the Board of 
Selectmen, Town Manager and all Municipal departments. 


The Revaluation process by the United Appraisal Company has been com- 
pleted except for the difficult adjustment of problems and the formal appeals 
which are still ahead of us. 


After much negotiation, aided and advised by the Cable T.V. Advisory Com- 
mittee and Town Counsel, the franchise agreement for Cable T.V. in Wolfeboro 
was executed with the Commonwealth Cable Systems, Inc., on November 19, 1981. 
We wish to express our appreciation to the members of the Advisory Committee 
for their very helpful and professional guidance. 


We have continued the battle to arrive at a program for presently improving 
our water system. Numerous requests for new water service emphasizes the im- 
mediate need. The engineering reports have established priorities based on our 
needs and the inflationary market. We will make new proposals for the considera- 
tion of the 1982 Town Meeting. 


We have dealt with many other matters, including: Replacing the old steam 
heat with electric heat in the Municipal Court Room and Old Police Station; 
entered into contract with H-S Medical Transport, Inc., when they purchased 
Lakeside Ambulance Service from A. Denny McLean; Authorized the CETA 
program for clearing the Tertiary Treatment site and cross country ski trails; 
Adopted compa-ratio wage policy for employees, based on job descriptions; 
Authorized renovations to the second floor of the Public Safety Building; Adopted 
revised Town Ordinances; Adopted Rules and Regulations for Water and Sewer 
Department; Consultation with Conservation Commission regarding Town owned 
land and timber cutting; Authorized the continuation of Milfoil control pro- 
gram; investigation of gypsy moth control; Extended agreement for Carpenter 
School to utilize the former library space for an additional three year period; En- 
tered into an agreement with the Governor Wentworth School District for use of 
the Armory Building for school bus repair; Investigated legislation regarding solid 
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waste disposal districts; Awarded the contract for work at the primary and secon- 
dary treatment plants; Accepted, on behalf of the Town, a gift of land by Mr. 
Eugene Head, in memory of Eloise Linscott, to be held for conservation purposes. 


As we reviewed the minutes of the Selectmen’s Meetings, we were truly im- 
pressed with the number of special activities and events that are conducted by in- 
terested citizens and organizations which pass by the Board for sanction of Town 
services needed. All of these contribute to the atmosphere which makes us proud of 
Wolfeboro. 


We especially thank the Town employees for their dedication, loyalty, and 
cooperation.

ABATEMENT FACILITIES 


PRIMARY-SECONDARY PLANT: 

The operation for the year 1981 was satisfactory without the needed correction 
to the aeration system. During 1981, final plans were approved by the New Hamp- 
shire Water Supply & Pollution Control Commission for the corrections and addi- 
tion to the Primary - Secondary Plant. The plans were put out to bid and on 
September 30, 1981, the bids were opened. Low bidder, Charwill Construction, Inc., 
was asked to negotiate with Hoyle, Tanner and the Town to strike out certain items 
and modify other bid items to reduce the over all bid to the amount of money that 
was available. A final contract was drawn up and signed in December of 1981, with 
work to begin about April Ist. of 1982. 


The plant processed and pumped 87,571,000 gallons to the holding pond at the 
spray site. The records indicate that the average monthly flow was 7,131,000 
gallons and an average daily flow of 239,920 gallons. The increase in gallons pro- 
cessed during 1981 over 1980 was .83 MG per month probably due to the more nor- 
mal season with greater than average rain fall and resultant ground water and ad- 
ditional units attached to the system. 


TERTIARY TREATMENT FACILITY: 

1981 was the second complete year of operation of the spray area beginning 
May 22, and ending October 28th. The three pumps operated about 2273 hours and 
pumped approximately 110,196,000 gallons onto the one hundred acres of woods. 


We are in the second year of the monitoring program of the effects on the 
ground water by the spraying and at this time, the information indicates no 
adverse effects. 


This year a contract was signed with CETA in which young people in the pro- 
gram were trained to cut wood, etc. They completed, in six months, the clearing of 
60,000 feet or ten (10) miles of pipe lines of brush and trees. In the process they cut 
and hauled, into two storage areas, approximately sixty cords of fire wood which 
has been allocated to citizens in the Town on a per need basis.

The Public Works Department agencies have had a busy and what we feel to 
be a successful year. 


The Waste Disposal Facility disposed of an unusually large volume of solid 
waste this past Summer.

REPORT OF THE 
WOLFEBORO HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 
1981 


The following construction and improvement projects were completed during 


the past year. 


1. 


Two Thousand Three Hundred and Fifteen Feet of Cotton Valley Road was 
rebuilt as a continuing T.R.A. Project. Tree cutting was started on February 5th 
and installation of culvert was started on May 26th. After gravel and paving was 
laid, final landscaping was done to complete the project on August 24th. This 
project required 2581 man hours to complete. 


. Pine Street was rebuilt from Center Street to Crescent Lake Avenue. This pro- 


ject was started on August 28th. Curbing was laid and a new sidewalk became 
part of the project. Final landscaping completed the project on November 3rd. 
This project required 1421 man hours to complete. 


. Two parking areas at Silver Street and Mast Landing were enlarged. New 


drainage was laid and the surrounding area landscaped. This project required 
235 man hours to complete. 


. One Thousand Seven Hundred Fifty-one Feet of the Trotting Track Road was 


widened, graveled, and a penetration coat of tar applied. This project required 
121 man hours. 


. One Thousand Thirty-two Feet of Beech Pond Road from the Incinerator to 


Stockbridge Corner was also widened, graveled, and a penetration coat of tar 
applied. This project required 203 man hours. 


Six Hundred Feet of culvert was laid at the following locations: 
Mast Landing, Sewall Road, Varney Road, Friend Street, Stoneham Road, 


Filter Bed Road, Perry Road, Pleasant Valley Road, Trask Mountain Road, 
Johnson Road and New Garden Road. 


A sealer coat of tar was applied at the following locations: 
Mast Landing, King Street, Trotting Track Road and Haines Hill Road.

Due to 
lack of snow last winter there were some frozen services and mains. Also we 
installed a force main on Clark Road. The Comminutor at the main pumping 
station was taken out and sent to the Worthington Company for repairs and then 
reinstalled.

On December 2, 1981 the Selectmen adopted a regulation on sewer service 
blockages. This is now the responsibility of the home owner from the public sewer 
to the building after the initial construction. We are only responsible for the public 
sewer mains. I have business cards of a firm that handles sewer line blockages in 
case anyone needs one and also copies of the regulations on this matter if anyone 
did not read it in the newspaper or hear it on the radio. Please feel free to contact 
me anytime for assistance.

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WOLFEBORO POLICE DEPARTMENT 
1981 


1981] has been the busiest year ever recorded for the Wolfeboro Police Depart- 
ment. As can be seen further in this report, almost all areas of activity were up a 
considerable amount over 1980. There were an average 51 reportable incidents a 
month and, the lowest activity months of January and December were higher than 
the highest activity month of 1974. There is now as much, or more, activity in the 
winter months than there was during the summer months within the last several 
years. 


The expansion approved at the Town meeting was completed around May and 
has provided much needed office and storage space. There is now a separate office 
for the handling of all juvenile matters, an area of increasing concern. Inspector 
Wayne Black completed training at the Juvenile Officer’s Training Institute and 
now is in charge of all juvenile complaints, working closely with the schools. 


Through the generosity of a Wolfeboroite, the department purchased a tape 
logging system and made improvements in the dispatch area. A programmable 
scanner was also purchased with these monies, replacing many old monitors, 
providing more space. The base radio burned out after many years of service and 
was replaced with a new base set covering more channels. This set is of solid state 
construction and increases the capabilities of our communications system greatly. 


Officers continued in-service training, firearms training, radar school, officer 
survival, officer refresher training, liability schooling, defensive tactics, stress 
management, breathalyzer school, and many others. It should be noted that 
special officers put in many hours of training, all of which is unpaid. They partic- 
ipate in patrol training and inservice schooling each month. In addition, most have 
completed the certification program now required by the New Hampshire Police 
Standards and Training Council. All should have finished this program by June 
1982. 


I would like to close by expressing my thanks to the Wolfeboro Police Com- 
missioners, Selectmen, members of other Town boards, department heads, Town 
employees, and all who have assisted us and continued to support us in so many 
ways.

1981 


The ski season at Abenaki Ski Area saw another Winter with very little snow. 
February 18, 1981 at 1:30 P.M. the temperature was 74° and no snow on the hill. 
Needless to say, the new ski program did not get off the ground. This program was 
to be for boys and girls of Grades one through six, and was to teach them the tech- 
niques of downhill and cross country skiing and racing. It is hoped that this 
program will be started this Winter of 1982 and continued in the winters to come. 


A new trail has been finished this past Fall, after four years of work. This trail 
is called the ‘‘Twister’”’ which.is ‘‘glade”’ type of skiing. More work was done on the 
fitness trail, but it will take a few more years to complete this trail. 


Adam Tasker and Robert Ftorek were the soccer coaches this past Summer. 
They had a good season and it is hoped that they will return next year. 


Brewster Beach had two new lifeguards this year. The head lifeguard was 
Miss Jennifer Haughey and her assistant was her brother, Jeff Haughey. Once 
again, Miss Elaine Klingensmith did a fine job as lifeguard at the Carry Beach. 


Once again, Howie Pride coached the Wolfeboro Swim Team this year and he 
deserves a lot of credit for driving from Rhode Island to Wolfeboro every week to 
coach this team.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


The yearly circulation of books, periodicals and pamphlets, phonograph 
records, tapes, books and films borrowed from the New Hampshire State Library 
was as follows:

Young People’s Books 12,013 
Periodicals and Pamphlets 3,664

Books Added During 1981 967 


In 1981 a total of 833 new cards were issued and 267 persons were re-registered. 
Since the re-registration of patrons was initiated in February 1980, the library has 
signed up a total of 3,478 active borrowers. 


Early in the year the library subscribed to the McNaughton Plan. This book 
plan enables the library to rent popular fiction and non-fiction adult titles which 
may be in temporary demand with the option of either returning them when 
interest has lagged or transferring them to our permanent collection at a greatly 
reduced rate. This service has worked quite well especially in receiving newly 
published books rather quickly and getting them into the hands of the public. An 
added attraction to the librarians is that the books arrive completely processed 
and ready to shelve. 
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A very successful summer reading program for children was held again this 
year. Seventy-nine children enrolled in the Summer Reading Game, a board game 
based on Monopoly, in which the children read a variety of books depending upon 
where he or she landed on the board. In playing the game, children received ‘‘Book 
Bucks”’ which were ‘‘cashed’’ in for prizes at a party held at the end of August. 
Thanks to our Friends of the Library group each child in the program received a 
paperback book of his own. 


The library presented 30 free film programs in 1981. A winter film festival for 
the entire family was held every Saturday afternoon in January and February. 
During the summer months a ten week program of films for children was 
presented every Friday morning. At least one film a month was shown to pre- 
schoolers at their regular Tuesday morning story time. A total of 1,140 persons 
viewed these 60 films, all of which were borrowed from the New Hampshire State 
Library free of charge. 


Story time for pre-schoolers is held every Tuesday morning at 10:15. The 
program is run by volunteers and the librarian. During 1981 a total of 593 children 
came to story time. The librarian wishes to thank the following volunteers who 
helped make this program so successful: Dorothy Fabian, Maria LaGuardia, 
Wilma Mork, Joan Phenix, Steve Stirt, Jane Talpey, and Carol Truebe. 


An Apple II microcomputer on loan from the Pelham Public Library was 
available to our patrons in November. Young and old alike experienced first hand 
how to use a computer and what a computer can do. Although this microcomputer 
was in the library for only three weeks, it was a highly successful introduction to 
the increasingly popular world of computers. 


The Friends of the Wolfeboro Public Library continue to be an active group of 
persons whose reason for being is to stimulate use of the library’s resources and 
services and who want to focus public attention on the library as well as receive 
and encourage gifts, endowments and bequests to the library. During 1981 the 
Friends held a successful book sale, supported the Summer Reading Program for 
Children, presented the library with a globe, and offered many interesting 
programs at their meetings. Dues are nominal. Bi-monthly meetings are held at 8 
p.m. in the library on the third Thursday of July, September, November, January, 
and March with the annual meeting in May. Check with the librarian for additional 
information. 


The library provides delivery service to shut-ins, including elderly readers 
without transportation, the handicapped of any age, and those temporarily 
incapacitated by illness or accident. The Outreach program, run by volunteers, 
offers tapes of the GRANITE STATE NEWS, YANKEE magazine, and NEW 
HAMPSHIRE PROFILES as well as talking books and magazines to persons who 
are blind or too handicapped to read ordinary print. Please contact the librarian at 
569-2428 for more information about these two services. The following volunteers 
have given many hours of service to the Outreach Program: Don Benjamin, Chris 
Buckner, Edith Carroll, John Magee, Sara Oakes, Nancy Bean, Phyllis Berry, 
Elva Brown, Russell Chase, Suzanne Parsons, Jean Puff, Isabelle Shipman, Helen 
Sullivan, and Barbara Zulauf. The librarian wishes to thank them all as well as 
Amy Kimball for her many volunteer hours. 
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Former librarian Gladys Holt Tuttle died in October after a long illness. 
Starting as one of the assistants in 1948, she became head librarian in 1966, continu- 
ing in that capacity until her retirement in December 1979. During the time she 
was in charge, the Outreach Program of tapes was initiated, and delivery service 
to shut-ins was established on a regular basis. In 1979 the new library building, 
which took years to realize, was opened. To honor her many years of dedicated 
service, Mrs. Tuttle’s family has set up a memorial fund to purchase books in her 
memory. 


The staff of the library - Mary Davis, Kate Hartman, Pat Herrmann, and Ruby 
Pearson - helps to keep the library running effectively and efficiently. Their hard 
work and dedication is greatly appreciated.

More than 8000 
visitors came to enjoy the exhibits, photo shows, sculpture classes, and evening 
slide shows. It is interesting to note that even though we had visitors from all 50 
states and 12 foreign countries, over half our guests were from Wolfeboro and 
other nearby towns. 


The annual cocktail party was an outstanding event. More than 185 of the 205 
ticket holders attended what turned out to be a ‘‘Gourmet Feast’’ as well as a 
cocktail party. All food, liquor and mixers were donated as well as the tickets, 
glasses, etc., making this social event of the summer a financial success. 


The major credit for the success of the Museum this season should go to the 
hundreds of individuals, organizations, town employees, businesses, schools, 
camps and the press who gave generously of their time and money. They are far 
too numerous to list in this report, but they know who they are and can be justly 
proud of their parts in this achievement. 


The 1982 season at the Museum will continue to expand many of the programs 
started in 1981. A new exhibit of lake fish will hopefully be finished as well as new 
mountings of local mammals. We are in the process of scheduling a full range of 
art and photo exhibits and slide shows. Some nature film shows for children will be 
held. The sculpture classes will be held every Saturday morning instead of just 
rainy days and the Annual Gourmet Cocktail Party will be expanded in format.

1981 


Clark House Museum began its 103rd year with a most unwelcome visitor. Ap- 
parently, a grey squirrel gained entrance to the house and then forgot the way out. 
As a result we found many damaged windows in the ground floor and a broken 
lamp in the second floor of the house. We would like to thank Public Works Director 
Curtis Pike for his help in getting everything repaired before we opened for our 
summer season in July, also Donald Goodrich for the excellent job he did in 
repairing the windows. 


One of the highlights of 1981 was the entry of the four pieces of antique fire 
equipment in the 4th of July parade. Under the leadership of Restoration Chair- 
man, Donald Hallock and Fire Chief Zip Foss, volunteer crews of firefighters, 
pulled and pushed the fire engines along the parade route. Each member of the 
crew was dressed in parade uniforms, made for them by Mrs. Marge Glidden. We 
would like to thank the members of the crews and a special thank you to Marge for 
her many hours of labor in making the uniforms. We also wish to thank Mr. Mont- 
gomery Warman for the beautiful pair of horses that he donated to pull the Monitor 
wagon. At this time Mr. Hallock is working on the restoration of the last fire 
engine, the Monitor, from South Wolfeboro. He is also working on plans for a Fire 
House Museum, to be built on the grounds of Clark House Museum and the 
Pleasant Valley Schoolhouse. Don Hallock has worked almost continually on this 
project since his retirement from the Wolfeboro Railroad and the Town of Wolfe- 
boro certainly owes him a great deal of thanks for his devotion and labor in com- 
pleting this restoration project. 


Curator, Joan Kimball and her assistant, Melony Kimball opened Clark House 
and the Pleasant Valley Schoolhouse to visitors, July 7th. Guided tours of both 
houses were given through July and August. This year the Historical Society is 
planning to open the houses to visitors one evening a week. We hope that people 
will take advantage of the opportunity to come and visit in the evening. 


The Wolfeboro Historical Society continues to meet the first Monday of each 
month at the Community Center on Lehner Street. We cordially invite anyone who 
is interested to attend our meetings and hopefully to become members. The work 
of preserving our heritage in Wolfeboro can only be continued if, we, the Society, 
grow and work together toward this goal. 


I would like to close this report with a special thank you, to our Father and 
Creator in Heaven for the life, love and devotion of Clayton Wallace.

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ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 
1981 


Forty cases were reviewed by the Zoning Board of Adjustment during the 
Calendar Year 1981. Twenty-five were for Variances and sixteen were for Special 
Exceptions. Three of these cases were rehearings. 


The Variance appeals included the following: 


To construct a bus repair facility 

To construct a school administrative building 

To add to a non-conforming use by more than 25% 

To construct garages with less than required setback 

To construct housing for the elderly without required parking 
To subdivide with less than required shore front or acreage 
To build retail stores or businesses in residential zone 

To build tennis court with less than required setback 

To build with less than required shore front or acreage 

To build deck with less than required setback 

To build sign larger than allowed or third sign in business zone 
The Special Exception Appeals included: 

To construct housing for the elderly 

To convert existing dwelling to four or less apartments 
Home occupations 

To install a satelite dish antenna 

To enlarge non-conforming use less than 25% 

To construct church in residential zone

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On initial appeal, twelve Variances were granted and ten were denied. On 
rehearing two Variances were again denied.

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PLANNING BOARD - 1981 


This was the first year that the members of the Planning Board were elected 
by the voters. 


The Wolfeboro Planning Board approved 11 subdivisions during 1981. The 
Board also approved 25 site reviews during the year. The Point Breeze con- 
dominium development with 45 units was approved in February. Other 
condominium developments approved were Mountain West, South Main Street, 
with 24 units, 4 units at the former Hamilton Estate - now known as Sky Ridge 
Farm - and 28 units at the former Pine Harbor, North Main Street. There were also 
site plans before the Board for the further development of the Back Bay area, 
including a restaurant and office building. 


The Wolfeboro Home for the Aged site review was approved for a new elderly 
housing development to be known as ‘‘The Ledges”’ off Center Street. The Board 
has also been working on amendments to the Wolfeboro Zoning Ordinance for the 
Town Meeting in 1982.

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REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 
1981 


1981 was a busy year for the Tree Warden. In May, thirty-three trees were 
planted. Fourteen trees were planted on South Main Street, ten at Carry Beach, 
two on Clark Road, and one each at seven other locations. Since 1979, a total of 97 
trees have been planted by the Town. Most of these have replaced dead trees that 
have had to be removed. 


In the Fall, the Town fertilized all the trees in Clark Park and did extensive 
pruning of trees between the Libby Museum and Goose Corner. Pruning was also 
done on the Birch Road trees. One of the largest maple trees in Town, on Allen 
Road, was cabled and pruned which should help in prolonging its life. 


Thanks to all the townspeople who have helped maintain the young trees and to 
the Municipal Electric Department for their assistance with pruning. A special 
thank you goes to Kirk Titus who has helped immensely in all phases of town tree 
work.

ANNUAL REPORT 1981 


The Visiting Nurse Association of Wolfeboro and Vicinity, Inc. now provides 
Home Health Care to residents of eight towns. Services to Ossipee residents began 
shortly after voters’ approval was obtained at the March Town Meeting. Total ser- 
vices provided continue to increase, even after allowing for the increase in our 
service area. A total of 6792 home visits were made by the Agency Staff, while 338 
Home Health Aide visits were made under the contractual agreement with Carroll 
County Health and Home Care Services, Inc. and Lakes Region Community Health 
Agency, Inc. 


The Well Child Clinic Program offers comprehensive preventative health care 
services to children from birth through age five. Three clinic sites are now 
utilized: Ossipee, Wakefield and Wolfeboro. The addition of the clinic site in 
Wolfeboro makes the clinic services more accessible to Wolfeboro and Alton 
residents. Through cooperative efforts with local school district personnel, school 
age children are immunized according to State requirements. Children within this 
agency service area have one of the highest rates of completed immunizations 
within the State. 


Funding cuts for Health Care, both at the State and Federal level do affect this 
agency. Every attempt is made to lower costs of providing service. Our per visit 
cost of $12.50 compares favorably with the costs of $25.00 or more charged by agen- 
cies in neighboring areas. Patients whose care is not reimbursed by insurance are 
asked to contribute toward the cost of the care they receive. 


Again this year, the success of our program has been dependent upon many 
people: the active commitment of the Board of Directors; the assistance of phy- 
sicians and school nurses; the many volunteers who assist with the Well Child 
Clinic services; the cooperative efforts of other agency personnel; the support of 
contributions to our annual fund drive and to the residents of our service area who 
give their support to our appropriation requests. The Board of Directors, the 
Agency Staff and I thank you all.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
1981 


Of the approximate 600 acres of town-owned lands, better than 300 are open to 
the public for recreational use such as hiking, skiing, hunting and fishing, and all 
serve as important wildlife habitat as well as preserving open space. 


In keeping with our objective of inventorying town-owned lands and 
developing and carrying out a management plan for each parcel, we have made 
good progress this year. The sale of pulpwood and saw logs as timber stand 
improvement on the Tutt Lot has meant a profit of $616.56. It is anticipated that the 
next harvest will be in about ten years with some high quality pine. 


We are actively working on management and harvesting plans for the Brown 
Lot on Route 28, and the Hobbs, Hooper and Paris Lots in the Beach Pond area. 


In cooperation with the N.H. Bureau of Forests and Lands, a management 
plan for the spray irrigation site has been forwarded to the Selectmen and Town 
Manager for implementation. We have been able to enlist the services of the 
Forestry Department of U.N.H. in beginning a growth study program to determine 
the effect of sewage irrigation of forest trees. This is a long-range project to be 
carried out with University forestry student help. 


By statute we are obliged to review and make recommendations on all dredge, 
fill and dockage applications. This means viewing the site, preparing much paper 
work, and often participating in hearings at the N.H. Wetlands Board in Concord. 


We supported the efforts of the Lake Wentworth Association to get that lake 
raised from a B to an A classification. 


In November our commission hosted a successful and well-attended annual 
meeting of the New Hampshire Association of Conservation Commissions. 


The management of milfoil in Front Bay (upstream from the bridge) is a 
continuing problem. Again last summer with some available seed money we were 
able to hire equipment and personnel by cooperating with several other towns 
around Lake Winnipesaukee. This was a demonstration project. We now feel that 
input from the townspeople is important - hence the separate article in the town 
warrant. 


GYPSY MOTH CONTROL 


During the spring of 1981, gypsy moth caterpillars were responsible for severe 
defoliation of many wooded areas in the Town. A gypsy moth infestation usually 
lasts about three years and most healthy trees will eventually recover even though 
they may appear lifeless for a while. The short-term effects of gypsy moths can be 
serious when they injure the appearance and economy of a summer resort area. 
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Many conflicting recommendations have been made on how to effectively 
control the gypsy moth. State and federal officials are trying to establish aerial 
pesticide spraying programs but cannot decide on which pesticide to use, what size 
buffer zone is needed around water bodies or who will pay for the spraying. Many 
foresters feel that widespread aerial spraying will interfere with the natural 
collapse of the gypsy moth population and may actually create a greater public 
nuisance. So far, no one has reported an effective and proven means of controlling 
the gypsy moth over large areas. 


The State Forester feels that the worst of the gypsy moth infestation may be 
over by the end of 1982. This is confirmed by several local foresters who say that 
gypsy moth egg masses in Wolfeboro, though numerous in some areas, appear to 
be less healthy than they did a year ago. 


Controlling the gypsy moth in small areas can be effective and the 
Conservation Commission offers the following steps that individual property 
owners can take: 


1. Fertilize desirable ornamental trees, particularly oak, birch and beech 
trees, with 1% lb. of fertilizer per inch of trunk diameter (measured 4 feet 
off the ground). Apply to the ground around the drip line. Fertilizing should 
be done before winter after all the leaves have fallen, or a half-dose in the 
fall and half in the early spring. 


2. Scrape gypsy moth egg masses off selected trees and destroy the egg 
masses by burning them. Alternately, paint the egg masses with a mixture 
of creosote and either kerosene or fuel oil but be careful not to paint this 
mixture on the bark of the tree. 


3. Selective spraying from the ground is considered more effective than 
aerial spraying and may be considered. 


A. Bacterial sprays (such as Bt) have no known side effects, attack 
only caterpillars, and can be sprayed near watershed areas. Bt is 
only effective when caterpillars are 14-1 inch long and two spray 
treatments about three weeks apart are usually necessary. 


B. Pesticide sprays (such as Sevin) are less expensive than bacterial 
sprays but should not be used near watershed areas. Pesticides 
are non-selective and can destroy bee colonies as well as cater- 
pillars. Be particularly careful to follow the instructions.

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WOLFEBORO HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION 


The Wolfeboro Historic District Commission, the seven members of which are 
appointed periodically by the Selectmen, administers the Wolfeboro Historic 
District, located in the North Wolfeboro area, under the provisions of State Statute 
and the Wolfeboro Historic District Ordinance adopted by the town in March, 1977. 
It does this, essentially, by receiving, reviewing and approving or disapproving 
Applications for a Certificate of Approval, a form which must be submitted to the 
Commission prior to any additions, removals or alterations to structures within 
the District. During its first five years, the Commission has received applications 
ranging from completely new construction to relatively minor alterations affec- 
ting the external appearance or architectural integrity of existing buildings. 
During 1981, the Commission received seven Applications for a Certificate of Ap- 
proval. All were approved, some after minor adjustments mutually agreeable to 
the applicant and the Commission. In addition, during the year the Commission 
revised its internal working document, ‘“‘Statement of Objectives and Guidelines 
for the Wolfeboro Historic District Commission’’ which further amplifies the 
Commission’s procedures. 


The Commission works closely with the Codes Enforcement Officer and the 
Selectmen and is grateful for their assistance and cooperation. And the Com- 
mission is appreciative, of course, for the spirit of cooperation and compliance 
exhibited by the residents of the District. 


The Commission meets bi-monthly, on the second Tuesday, at 8 P.M. in the 
Codes Enforcement Officer’s office in the Town Hall. All meetings are open to the 
public; we welcome your attendance and participation.

CHIEF ENGINEER'S REPORT 


The Department answered a total of 141 alarms for the year, which consisted 
of 8 engineer calls, 23 box alarms and 110 still alarms. Twenty nine of the still 
alarms and four box alarms were wood stove related. 


In responding to the calls 1949 miles were traveled, 1630 man hours of labor 
employed, 3070 feet of 1 inch hose, 3700 feet of 114 inch hose, 850 feet of 214 inch 
hose, 3700 feet of 3 inch hose were used and 678 feet of ladders raised. 


The members of the department assisted the local schools and Huggins 
Hospital with fire drills. Extinguisher classes for Huggins Hospital and Kings- 
wood Shop Classes at the Armory were held. Thirty-four oil burner installations, 
eight homes for day care, ten places of assembly, two shared homes, seventy- 
seven chimneys and wood Stove installations were inspected. Some fire boxes were 
painted and new signs placed on some poles. 


Several members attended fire schools in Gilford, one member attended the 
Arson School in Dover, and three members attended Fire Schools in Concord. Joint 
meetings of all companies were held through the summer. Drills with Ossipee 
Valley at the County Home and with the Lakes Region at Bald Peak Colony Club 
and New Durham. 


A new fire boat and trailer, some 3 inch hose and some small items were pur- 
chased this year. 


Sincere thanks is extended to all town officers and departments, the Granite 
State News, WASR Radio Station and a special thanks to all my call men for a job 
well done.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE RESCUE SQUAD 
1981 | 


As the Town of Wolfeboro grows, so does the demand for emergency services. 
In 1980 the Squad responded to 115 calls. For the twelve month period starting in 
January 1981, we responded to 173 calls: 92 medical; 30 motor vehicle accidents; 28 
fires; and 23 miscellaneous runs. 1148 volunteer man-hours were expended on 
those calls, and 168 patients were treated. 


Continuing our policy of all members receiving quality comprehensive train- 
ing, 5 squad members attended an Emergency Medical Technician course held at 
Huggins Hospital during the Fall. Squad personnel attended rescue schools in 
various parts of the State, as well as regular monthly training sessions held at the 
Public Safety Building and at Huggins Hospital. Total training hours for the year 
were 1830. Combining time spent on runs plus training time, eleven squad 
members donated a total of 2978 hours to the Rescue Squad. Squad members with 
at least a year’s experience as Nationally Registered Emergency Medical Techni- 
cians received advanced training on the Esophageal Obturator Airway (E.0.A.) 
and the Military Anti-Shock Trousers (M.A.S.T.). 


New equipment was placed on the truck to increase our overall safety and effi- 
ciency in rescue and medical situations. A dry suit that allows a person to jump in- 
to frigid water and be fully protected became an integral part of our ice rescue 
equipment. A ‘‘Hot Stick’’ is now in service which allows us to handle certain down- 
ed wires if electric company services are unavailable because of another call. 
E.0.A.s and M.A.S.T. unit are on board which increase the quality of care in cer- 
tain medical cases. Nomex Bunker Coats were added to our protective clothing in- 
ventory. These are used at both fires and vehicle accidents and afford the squad 
personnel the extra margin of protection so vital in hazardous situations. 


Because the number of serious rescue runs is rapidly increasing everywhere 
in our area, joint training is also increasing. Squads that never worked together 
are suddenly finding themselves involved in mutal aid assistance. Mutual aid 
plans are being worked out for coverage when a rescue unit is tied up on a call 
either in its primary response area, or out of Town. 

Reflecting back on 1981, we are pleased that people are not hesitating to call on 
their Town’s Safety Services in cases of emergency. Please remember, however, 
that when you need our services, we also need clear concise information from you. 
When you call 569-2121 for fire, rescue, or emergency medical assistance, give us 
your name, your phone number, your exact location, and the exact nature of your 
problem. Whatever you do Don’t Panic! 


In conclusion I would like to thank Chief ‘‘Zip’’ Foss, Chief Stanley Stevens and 
the members of their Departments for the excellent support and assistance they 
gave us this past year. My thanks also go to the other Town Officers, employees, 
and citizens who continue. to support the Rescue Squad.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
MUNICIPAL ELECTRIC DEPARTMENT 
1981 


In February of 1981 the Municipal Electric Department implemented flat rate 
billing by order of the Public Utilities Commission. The rates are designed to 
conserve usage. The design of rates in the near future promise to undergo more 
drastic change, such as reduced rates for small use. 


The fuel charge is still figured on a monthly basis and averaged $3.53 per 100 
KWH with a high of $4.67 per 100 KWH in August. The last 4 months of 1981 the 
charge stabilized and Public Service Co. has been ordered to roll their fuel charge 
into the basic rates. 

Public Service Co. increased its rates to wholesale customers in October by 
6.04%. This charge was passed on to our customers at the rate of 42 cents per 100 
KWH in accordance with the rules of the Public Utilities Commission. 


The refund which the Department received and has been holding in escrow in 
the amount of $56,128.23 was refunded with interest to all active and inactive 
customers. The total amount refunded was $66,890.55 and covered the period from 
March of 1976 through 1977. 


The Peak demand at the sub-station for 1981 occurred January 23, 1981 and was 
8350 KW. By utilizing the diesel generators at our power plant we were able to 
shave the peak each month to 6500 KVA, thereby saving $5.45 per KVA. Customers 
of the Department can also shave the peak by curtailing use of energy intensive 
appliances before 10 A.M. each cold morning. This savings would be reflected in 
lower Public Service billings and eventual savings to the customers. 


The Municipal Electric Department continued to contribute energy for Town 
Street Lighting and Public Bodies. The Department provided Christmas tree 
lighting and installation. The various fairs and carnivals were provided labor of 
installation at cost. 

Due to the improvement of lines within the last several years, we experienced 
very few power outages due to storms. Spacer cable was purchased for installation 
from Lehner Street to the Junction in Wolfeboro Center and will be installed in 
1982. 

Line extensions were completed on York Road and Sargents Pond. The 
expense of these installations will be paid by the customers. 

As the cost of energy remains high, energy conservation information is 
available at the Town Offices, or by calling The N.H. Energy Council Toll Free 
1-800-852-3466. 


The Department has filed a budget prepared for Town officials and a balance 
sheet prepared in accordance with the Public Utilities Commission. 


Sincere appreciation is conveyed to all employees, customers, and Town 
Departments for their contributions and cooperation during 1981.

I have examined the financial statements of the Town of Wolfeboro, New 
Hampshire at December 31, 1980, and the fiscal year then ended and have issued 
my report thereon dated August 10, 1981. As part of my examination I have review- 
ed and tested the Town’s system of internal accounting control to the extent I con- 
sidered necessary to evaluate the system as required by general accepted auditing 
standards. Under these standards, the purpose of such evaluation is to establish a 
basis for reliance thereon in determining the nature, timing and extent of other 
auditing procedures that are necessary for expressing an opinion on the financial 
statements. 


The objective of internal accounting controls is to provide reasonable, but no 
absolute, assurance as to the safeguarding of assets against loss from unauthoriz- 
ed use or disposition and as to the reliability of financial records for preparing 
financial statements and maintaining accountability for assets. The concept of 
reasonable assurance recognizes that the cost of a system of internal accounting 
control should not exceed the benefits derived, and also recognizes that the evalua- 
tion of these factors necessarily requires estimates and judgements by Town Of- 
ficials. 


There are inherent limitations that should be recognized in considering the 
potential effectiveness of any system of internal controls. In the performance of 
most control procedures, errors can result from misunderstanding of instructions, 
mistakes of judgements, carelessness, or other personal factors. Control pro- 
cedures whose effectiveness depends upon segregation of duties can be cir- 
cumvented by collusion. Similarly, control procedures can be circumvented inten- 
tionally by town officials with respect either to the execution and recording of tran- 
sactions or with respect to the estimates and judgements required in the prepara- 
tion of financial statements. Further projection of any evaluation of internal ac- 
counting control to future periods is subject to the risk that the procedures may 
become inadequate because of change in conditions and that the degree of com- 
pliance with the procedures may deteriorate.

Accounting System 
A general objective of an accounting system is to provide complete timely and 
accurate financial information to all parties responsible and concerned with 
the Town’s operations. In addition, the accounting system must provide the 
Board of Selectmen with the results of financial operations in an effective and 
timely manner so that the Board is able to determine that financial operations 
comply with legal provisions and other constraints under which the town 
operates. 


Some of the points of suggestion that were discussed and reviewed with town 
personnel are as follows: 


Town Manager - The update of consideration of utilization of computerization 
of various Town accounting functions. The Town is in the middle range of 
clerical activity that is: big enough to have enough activity as to warrant in- 
vestigation of computerization but small enough not to be able to justify or 
support computerization. As I pointed out in last year’s Management letter, 
there are the possibilities of utilization of a service bureau or to investigate 
the possibilities of utilizing nearby Municipal or Regional Offices after receiv- 
ing the proper approval of Town and State Authorities. The Town Manager 
points out that the Town has an open mind regarding future computerization 
but at this time there is no known ‘“‘Computer Package’”’ that would aid the 
Town at a reasonable cost to the Town. 


Enterprise Funds Officer Manager - Again as pointed out last year, the an- 
nual budget and accounting concept be broken down to the same account 
classification to ease evaluation in the Enterprise Funds. 


The Billing of the Water and Sewer Department should be dated within the 
quarter (and thus the year) that the expenses were incurred. The billing runs a 
quarter behind the expenses because of the billing procedures now followed. This 
is now covered by a restatement of department activity as present in Note 8. 
Unless a change is made in this procedure, there always will be a requirement of 
restating department activity. If a change in procedure of billing was to be made, 
it would require a year to be transition year in which 5 quarters of income would be 
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reflected and after that year no future restatement of department activity would 
be necessary. 


In the Electric Department care should be given to the cut-off date (billing 
date of the Power Co.) of purchased energy since it is not month end but rather 
near the 23rd of each month. When year end statements are prepared this partial 
period (the 23rd to month end) of purchase energy should be recognized as an ex- 
pense and thus a payable. This expense of course can be off-set by the fact of cycle 
billing as outlined in Note 9 of the Financial Statements. 


Part Time Accountant - was again very helpful to us during the course of our 
work making himself available by coming to Town Hall on each date of our 
work days at Town Hall. We discussed with the Accountant the desirability of 
separate (new) general ledgers for each fiscal year instead of having a 
general ledger with many years in it. The Accountant agreed with this 
thought and would have a new general ledger for each year in the future. 


My study and evaluation of the Town’s system of internal accounting controls 
for the year ended December 31, 1980, which were made for the purposes set forth 
in the first paragraph above were not designed for the purpose of expressing an 
opinion on internal accounting control and would not necessarily have disclosed all 
weaknesses in the system. My study and evaluation disclosed no conditions that I 
believe to be material weaknesses. A material weakness in internal accounting 
control is a condition in which the auditor believes the prescribed procedures or 
the degree of compliance with them does not provide reasonable assurance that er- 
rors or irregularities in amounts that would be material in the financial statements 
being audited would be prevented or detected within a timely period by employees 
in the normal course of performing their assigned functions. 


The point made in last years Management Letter regarding written job 
descriptions should still be considered as a valuable tool for the Town when there 
are personnel changes. 


Again, as pointed out last year, the existing personnel in the Town Hall are 
very well experienced and are dedicated to doing an excellent job for the Town. 


The provisions of R.S.A. 71-A:21 require that only this letter be published in the 
next annual report of the Town. 


Although in the Financial Report Letter there are comments regarding 
methods that are in variance with generally accepted principles it is important to 
know that these comments are necessary to be made by the Independent Certified 
Public Account but also that the explanation of the reason for these variances are 
mentioned. 


I wish to express my appreciation for the courtesy and cooperation extended to 
me and my staff by the Town’s people and officials during the course of the audit.
